Sir, — Iq  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute,  I  .have  the  honor 
to  herewith  submit  to  you  the  fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Railroads,  being  for  the  year  1876,  together  with  the  returns  of  the  several 
railroad  corporations,  and  the  tabulated  statements  from  the  same. 

Having  entered  upon  the  duties  of  this  office  on  the  second  day  of  May  of  the 
present  year,  and  at  a  period  subsequent  to  the  time  fixed  by  the  law  for  the 
transmission  of  annual  statements  by  the  railroad  companies  to  the  Commis- 
sioner, I  am  necessarily  compelled  in  this  report  to  rely  almost  wholly  upon  the 
data  to  be  gleaned  from  such  statements  in  regard  to  *'  the  actual  workings  of 
the  system  of  railroad  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers,  and  its  bear* 
ings  upon  the  business  prosperity,  personal  convenience,  and  safety  of  the 
people  of  the  State"  for  the  year  1876.  I  am  unable,  however,  from  the 
information  furnished  to  particularly  report  upon  the  subject  of  "  classification 
of  freights,"  or  as  to  '*  discrimination  in  the  matter  of  freights  between  points 
intersected  by  competing  lines  and  points  not  so  intersected,"  as  contemplated 
by  the  statute. 

As  the  reports  on  these  particular  subjects  are  intended  for  the  guidance  of 
the  legislature  in  the  enactment  of  laws  regulating  rates,  and  as  there  is  to  be 
no  session  of  that  body  before  the  next  annual  report  from  this  office,  the  neg- 
lect to  embody  in  this  report  the  changes  that  should  be  made  in  *Hhe  laws  to 
promote  the  interests  of  the  railroads  and  the  people"  will  be  unimportant. 

Railroad  freights  have,  from  the  active  competition  between  competitive 
lines,  been  so  reduced  in  rates  of  chai'ges,  as  for  the  present,  at  least,  te 
seem  to  render  the  interposition  of  the  law-making  power  unnecessary  in  order 
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to  give  the  people  low  rates.  The  law  of  competition  has,  as  a  rule,  been 
sufficiently  liberal  in  this  respect  during  the  year  1876;  it  is  true  there  were 
exceptional  cases,  but  these  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session  sought  to  remedy. 

REPORTS. 

The  returns  by  the  railroad  companies  for  the  past  year  show  a  decided 
improvement  over  any  previous  year  in  the  information  furnished.  All  but 
two  roads  have  furnished  the  information  called  for,  as  far  as  thtir  business 
would  permit,  showing  the  tonnage  of  freight  canied  and  the  tonnage  per  mile ; 
the  exceptional  roads  are  the  Michigan  Lake  Shore,  operated  under  a  receiver, 
and  the  Grand  Rapids,  Newaygo  &  Lake  Shore.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
these  roads  will  bo  able  to  give  the  information  required  in  their  next  annual 
statement. 

The  importance  of  full  statements  from  all  the  roads  cannot  be  too  fully 
appreciated,  and  the  neglect  of  one  company  to  furnish  the  information 
required,  in  a  great  measure  destroys  the  value  of  the  tables  and  discredits  the 
report. 

The  blanks  prepared  by  my  predecessor,  and  furnished  the  companies,  upon 
which  their  reports  have  been  made,  are  of  great  value,  and  the  necessity  of  a 
uniform  system  from  year  to  year  will  compel  me  to  make  as  slight  innova- 
tions as  possible  upon  the  form  adopted.  There  are,  however,  some  subjects 
which  a  full  compliance  both  with  the  spirit  and  the  letter  of  the  law  will  require 
me  to  call  the  attention  of  the  officers  of  the  companies  to,  and  insist  upon  being 
answered.  These  subjects  will  be  found  in  the  statutes  requiring  reports  to 
be  made,  and  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  enumerate  them  here.  Nothing  will 
bo  called  for  in  addition  to  the  information  now  furnished  but  such  as  the  books 
of  every  corporation  must  or  should  show  in  order  that  its  stockholders  and  all 
other  peraons  interested  in  it  may  know  its  doings. 

There  is  a  tardiness  in  forwarding  the  annual  statements  to  this  office  that 
should  be  remedied.  The  law  requires  them  to  be  transmitted  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  May.  This  would  seem  to  furnish  ample  time  for  every  corpora- 
tion to  prepare  a  full  statement  of  its  doings  for  the  previous  year,  ending 
upon  the  31st  of  December,  and  there  can  hardly  be  any  excuse  for  neglect  to  for- 
ward their  statements  within  the  time  specified.  Three  companies  were  a 
month  late  this  year, — and  these  were  small  corporations  entirely  within  the 
State.  The  efiFect  of  this  tardiness  is  to  delay  the  publication  of  the  Annual 
Beport  from  this  office.  If  the  corporations  will  make  a  special  effort  to  for- 
ward the  statements  at  an  earlier  date,  so  that  all  may  be  received  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  May,  the  Report  can  be  issued  as  early  as  the  first  of  August. 
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RAILROAD  CORPORATIONS. 

There  are  thirty-six  corporations  in  this  iState,  which  are  doing  business 
either  as  owners  or  operators  of  our  railroads.  Four  roads, — the  Chicago  & 
Lake  Huron,  the  Chicago  &  Michigan  Lake  Shore,  the  Detroit  &  Milwaukee, 
and  the  Michigan  Lake  Shore,  are  in  the  hands  of  receivers.  Six  roads  are 
leased, — one,  the  Chicago,  Detroit,  and  Canada  Grand  Trunk  Junction,  to  the 
Grand  Trunk  R'y  of  Canada;  one,  the  Kalamazoo,  Allegan  &  Grand  Rapids, 
to  the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  B'y,  and  four,  the  Grand  Biver  Valley, 
the  Jackson,  Lansing  &  Saginaw,  the  Kalamazoo  &  South  Haven,  and  the 
Michigan  Air  Line  Railroad,  to  the  Michigan  Central  R.  R.  Co.  Three  corpo- 
rations, viz.,  the  Detroit,  Monroe  &  Toledo,  the  Kalamazoo  &  White  Pigeon, 
and  the  Northern  Central  Michigan,  have  only  a  nominal  existence, — their  stock 
and  property  being  owned  by  the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  R'y  Co. 

One  new  corporation — the  Glencoe,  Pinconning  &  Lake  Shore — ^began  busi- 
ness during  the  year,  and  reports  to  this  office  now  for  the  first  time.  Its  line 
of  road  is  located  in  Bay  county,  from  a  point  on  Saginaw  Bay  nearly  due  east 
of  Pinconning,  on  the  Jackson,  Lansing  &  Saginaw  R.  R.,  where  it  crosses  the 
latter  road,  and  thence  west, — in  all  a  line  of  13  miles  in  length.  This  road 
has  been  built  exclusively  for  the  lumber  traffic — the  bringing  of  logs  to  the 
mills  at  Pinconning,  and  lumber  to  the  lake  shore,  for  direct  shipment  by 
water.  It  is  one  of  a  clasar  of  roads,  of  which  there  must  of  necessity  be  quite 
a  number  built  in  our  State,  to  render  available  the  vast  tracts  of  pine  which 
are  too  far  removed  from  the  water  couraes  to  allow  of  rafting  the  logs  to 
market.  Already  we  have  notice  on  page  521  of  the  returns,  of  the  construe^ 
tion  of  another  road  of  this  class,  in  Clare  Co., — the  Lake  George  &  Muskegon 
River  R.  R. 

RAILROAD  MILEAGE  AND  CONSTRUCTION. 

The  thirty-six  corporations  doing  business  in  this  State,  own  a  total  of 
5,252.35  miles  of  road,  and  operate  a  total  of  5,690.28  miles :  a  net  gain  over 
the  previous  year  of  25.30  miles.  Of  the  above  total,  there  ai*e  in  this  State 
3,360.67  miles  of  operated  road,  to  which  must  be  added  that  of  the  Chicago 
&  Northeastern,  from  Lansing  to  Flint,  50  miles,  which  was  completed  in  the 
closing  days  of  1870,  and  which,  with  the  above  total,  gives  3,410.67  miles  of 
completed  road  in  this  State.

In  order  to  show  the  growth  of  the  railroad  system  of  oar  State,  the  follow- 
ing table  has  been  prepared,  showing  the  number  of  completed  miles  of  road 
in  the  State,  each  year  since  and  including  1838.  From  this  table  it  will  be 
seen  that  during  this  period  of  38  years,  only  five  years  have  passed  without 
some  increase  in  our  railroad  mileage, — 1842,  1847,  1853,  1854,  and  1860; 
and  the  year  of  greatest  activity  in  railroad  building  was  1871,  which  witnessed 
the  completion  of  559  miles,  while  the  least  done  was  in  1863,  when  only  one 
mile  was  built.

Only  two  of  our  roads  report  any  double  track, — the  Michigan  Central,  and 
the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern, — having  together  308.15  miles;  an  in- 
crease of  5  miles  over  the  previous  year.  There  are  1,192.07  miles  of  siding 
reported, — a  gain  for  the  year  of  16.88  miles. 

There  were  1,820.11  miles  of  our  roads  laid  with  steel  rail ;  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year  of  346.02  miles. 

CAPITAL    STOCK. 

The  total  paid  up  capital  invested  in  our  roads  is  1142,033,233.44,  or  an 
average  per  mile  of  road  of  127,041.84.  This  is  ^n  increase,  in  the  aggregate, 
of  1932,965.80,  or  sixty-six  hundredths  of  one  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year. 

DEBT. 

The  funded  debt  is  reported  at  1150,594,090.64,  and  the  unfunded  debt  at 
$13,952,028.12,  making  a  total  of  debt  liability  of  1164,546,118.67,  or  an 
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average  per  mile  of  road  of  131,327.90.    These  totals  show  an  mcrease  for  the 
year  of  $1,158,607.24  for  funded  debt,  and  of  $1,959,778.60  for  the  unfunded 
debt,  or  a  total  increase  of  one  and  ninety-two  hundredths  per  cent. 
The  aggregate  of 

STOCK   AND   DEBT 

amounts  to  $306,579,352.20,  or  an  average  of  158,369.74  per  mile  of  road,  and 
an  increase  of  $4,051,251.64,  or  one  and  thirty-three  hundredths  per  cent  over 
the  previous  year. 

COST. 

The  cost  of  roads  and  equipments  amounts  in  the  aggregate  to  $287,022,- 
838.27,  an  increase  of  $2,068,207.51,  or  seventy-two  hundredths  of  one  per  cent 
over  the  previous  year.  This  total  cost  is  equal  to  $54,835.43  per  mile  owned, 
and  the  proportion  of  the  same  invested  in  Michigan  is  $155,114,549.20,  an  in- 
crease for  the  year  of  $581,883.48. 

So  many  of  our  companies  have  been  reorganized,  on  the  basis  of  one  gross 
sum  to  represent  the  investment  in  both  road  and  equipment,  that  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  base  any  generalizations  as  to  these  two  classes  of  investment  separately 
on  the  data  which  is  given. 

GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  aggregate  earnings  of  the  several  roads  in  this  State  for  the  year  were 
$40,383,219.88;  a  decrease  from  the  results  of  the  previous  year  of  $702,- 
000.66,  or  one  and  seventy-one  hundredths  per  cent.  The  proportion  of  the 
above  total  credited  to  this  State  is  $17,704,606.92.  The  earnings  from  pas- 
sengers were  $11,263,942.94,  a  decrease  from  the  year  previous  of  $326,951.12, 
or  two  and  eighty-two  hundredths  per  cent;  from  freight,  $26,945,752.20,  a 
decrease  of  $407,975.13,  or  one  and  forty-five  hundredths  per  cent;  from  mails, 
$1,074,785.42,  an  increase  of  $129,364.82,  or  thirteen  and  sixty-eight  hun- 
dredths per  cent;  from  express,  $759,724.92,  a  decrease  of  $24,631.01,  or  three 
and  twenty-six  hundredths  per  cent;  from  other  sources,  $339,014.40,  a  de- 
crease of  $71,868.22,  or  seventeen  and  twenty-four  hundredths  per  cent.  The 
earnings  per  mile  of  road  were  $7,094.39,  a  decrease  of  $135.11  per  mile.  The 
passenger  earnings  were  twenty-seven  and  nine-tenths  per  cent  of  the  whole ; 
the  freight  earnings,  sixty-six  and  eight-tenths  per  cent ;  the  earnings  from  the 
mail  service,  two  and  six-tenths  per  cent;  from  express,  one  and  eight-tenths 
per  cent,  and  from  other  sources,  nine-tenths  of  one  per  cent  of  the  whole. 

As  will  be  seen  from  an  examination  of  a  **  Comparative  Table  of  Earnings 
for  the  years  1873,  1874, 1875,  and  1876,"  which  will  be  found  on  a  subsequent 
page,  the  gross  earnings  of  our  roads  have  rapidly  decreased  from  $48,158,363.68 
in  1873  to  $45,890,289.74  in  1874,  $41,085,220.54  in  1875,  and  $40,383,219.88 
in  1876,  a  falling  off  in  four  years  of  $7,775,143,80.     The 
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INCOME  IN  ADDITION  TO  EABNINGS, 

amonnted  to  1241,789.95;  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $41,584.48. 
This  income  is  derived,  in  the  case  of  the  three  companies  to  whom  it  accrued, 
from  "  rent  of  property  other  than  road  or  equipment/*  from  *'  interest  on  land 
sales/'  and  ''interest  and  dividends  on  assets.'*  The  above  items  of  income 
added  to  the  gross  earnings,  gives  as  the 

TOTAL  INCOME 

for  the  year,  $40,625,009.83,  a  sum  $660,416.18,  or  one  and  fifty-nine  hun- 
dredths per  cent  less  than  that  for  the  year  previous. 

OPERATING    EXPENSES. 

The  total  amount  expended  for  the  operation  of  our  roads  for  the  year,  was 
$26,885,103.25;  a  sum  loss  by  $2,700,517.90,  or  ten  and  twelve  hundredths  per 
cent  than  for  the  previous  year.  The  proportion  of  the  above  total  charge- 
able to  Michigan,  is  $13,230,186.16;  and  the  average  expense  of  operation  per 
mile  of  road  was  $4,687.88.  The  classified  expenses  were,  for  maintenance  of 
way  and  buildings,  $6,151,526.80,  a  decrease  of  $1,342,371.84,  or  seventeen 
and  ninety-one  hundredths  per  cent  from  the  previous  year ;  for  maintenance 
of  motive  power  and  cars,  $4,262,533.65,  a  decrease  of  $456,026.01,  or  nine 
and  sixty-six  hundredths  per  cent;  for  general  traffic  expenses,  $16,271,042.80, 
a  decrease  of  $895,601.45,  or  five  and  twenty-one  hundredths  per  cent  from  the 
previous  year. 

The  percentage  of  operating  expenses  to  earnings  was  66.07,  as  against  71.28 
for  the  year  previous. 

It  seemed  that  the  limit  of  reduction  of  operating  expenses  had  been  reached 
in  1875  in  the  eflEort  put  forth  by  the  managers  of  our  railways  to  lop  oft  every 
needless  expense,  and  thus  enable  their  roads  to  return  some  profit  to  their 
owners ;  but  this  farther  reduction  of  two  million  seven  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, has  not  been  able  to  bring  our  roads  to  a  paying  standard. 

In  1873  seven  roads  failed  to  make  their  earnings  equal  the  expense  of 
operation;  in  1874  four  roads;  in  1875  six  roads,  and  for  1876,  five  roads  are 
reported  as  under  similar  embarrassment,  as  shown  in  the  following  table :

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INTEREST  AND   RENTAL. 

The  interest  and  rental  liability  of  our  roads  for  1876,  aggregated  the 
sum  of  $12,831,194.59,  an  increase  over  the  year  previous  of  $294,115.67,  or 
two  and  thirty-four  hundredths  per  cent.  Of  the  above  total,  $9,675,354.28 
are  reported  to  have  been  paid,  and  $3,155,840.31  as  remaining  unpaid. 

The  total  interest  and  rental  liability  amounted  to  $2,255.00  per  mile  of 
road,  an  increase  of  $44.65  per  mile. 

This  liability  amounted  to  thirty-one  and  seventy-eight  hundredtlis  per  cent 
of  the  earnings,  an  increase  of  one  and  twenty-seven  hundredths  per  cent  over 
the  previous  year.

OPERATING   EXPENSES,    INTEREST,    AND  RENTAL,    COMPARED  WITH  INCOME. 

The  aggregate  of  operating  expenses,  interest,  and  rental  for  the  year, 
amounted  to  139,516,297.85,  a  decrease  from  the  same  account  for  the  previous 
year  of  $2,476,402.23,  or  five  and  eighty-nine  hundredths  per  cent.  This 
aggregate  of  expenses  amounted  to  $6,942.88  per  mile  of  road,  and  were  ninety- 
seven  and  eighty-six  hundredths  per  cent  of  the  earnings. 

The  notable  decrease  in  the  operating  expenses  of  nciore  than  ten  per  cent, 
from  the  previous  year  was  more  than  an  offset  for  the  decrease  of  earnings, 
and  wo  find  that  there  was  a  total 

NET  INCOME 

As  the  result  of  the  year's  business  of  $1,109,711.99,  as  against  a  total  net 
deficit  in  1875,  of  $837,479.53;  a  net  gain  of  $1,947,191.52,  over  the  previous 
year.  The  above  net  income  amounts  to  $211.27  per  mile  of  road  owned,  and 
$195.00  per  mile  of  road  operated. 
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EAEKINGS  AND  EXPENSES  PER  TRAIN  MILE. 

The  earnings  per  train  mile,  were  for  passenger  trains  $1.41.5,  a  decrease 
of  one  and  a  half  cents  from  the  previous  year;  for  freights  $1.52,  a  decrease 
of  13  cents;  and  for  all  trains  earning  revenue  $1.44.84,  a  decrease  of  8.6 
cents; 

The  operating  expenses  per  train  mile  run  for  all  trains  earning  revenue, 
were  $0.95.7,  a  decrease  of  13.9  cents  from  the  year  previous,  and  the  lowest 
average  rate  of  expense  in  the  history  of  this  office. 

The  classified  expenses  per  train  mile  were,  for  maintenance  of  way  and 
buildings,  22.1  cents,  for  motive  power  and  cai*s,  15.2  cents,  and  for  general 
traffic  expenses  58.4  cents. 

The  interest  and  rental  expense,  per  train  mile,  earning  revenue,  was  46.02 
cents. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  operating,  interest  and  rental 
expense  per  train  mile  amounted  to  $1.41.73,  leaving  as  the  net  profit  per  train 
mile  earning  revenue,  3.11  cents,  as  against  a  net  deficit  the  year  previous  of 
3  cents  per  train  mile ;  a  gain  of  6.11  cents.

For  information  in  regard  to  the  rental  dividends  paid  to  our  leased  roads,  I 
quote  the  following  from  the  report  of  this  office  for  1875 : 

"Four  companies  which  lease  their  roads  receive  their  rental  in  the  form  of  a  divi- 
dend. The  names  of  these  corporations,  and  the  amount  received,  are  as  stated 
below ; 

"  The  Chicago,  Detroit  &  Canada  Grand  Trunk  Junction  K.  R.  is  leased  to  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  of  Canada,  which^pays  the  interest  on  its  bonds— $1,095,000.00— amount- 
ing to  $54,750.00,  and  a  dividend  of  four  per  cent  on  its  stock— $978,984.67— amounting 
to  $54,750.00. 

"  The  Kalamazoo,  Allegan  &  Grand  Rapids  is  leased  to  the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan 
Southern  Railway,  which  pays  the  interest  on  its  bonds— $840,000.00— amounting  to 
$67,200.00,  and  an  annual  dividend  on  its  stock— $610,000— of  six  per  C3nt,  amount- 
ing to  $36,600.00.

TRAIN  MILEAGE. 

The  miles  run  by  passenger  trains  daring  the  year  was  9^253^144^  a  decrease 
from  the  previous  year  of  14,138  miles;  by  freight  trains,  17,727,651,  an 
increase  for  the  year  of  1,214,306  miles;  by  all  other  trains,  $2,403,521,  a 
decrease  of  2,303,769  miles.  The  total  train  mileage  for  the  year  was  29,384,- 
316,  a  decrease  of  102,541  miles,  or  thirty-three  hundredths  of  one  per  cent. 

PASSENGERS  CARRIED. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  during  the  year  was  10,538,718,  a 
decrease  from  the  number  of  the  previous  year  of  117,509,  or  one  and  sixty- 
five  hundi^edths  per  cent.  But  if  the  comparison  be  made  only  with  the  roads 
that  reported  their  total  of  passengers  carried  for  1875,  the  decrease  is  222,932. 

In  1875  the  number  of  passengers  carried  one  mile,  by  the  twenty-six  roads 
that  reported  this  item,  was  421,272,314,  while  the  same  roads  had  a  total 
passenger  mileage  in  1876,  of  437,205,124,  an  aggregate  gain  for  these  roads 
of  15,992,810  miles  of  passenger  haul. 

But  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  ofBce,  all  of  our  roads,  doing  a 
passenger  business,  have  repoi*ted  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  and  the 
total  mileage  for  the  same;  and  we  have  a  total  of  473,007,640  as  the  total  of 
passengers  carried  one  mile  during  the  year. 

From  the  above  data  we  find  that  the  average  rate  of  fare  per  mile  per 
passenger,  was  2.38  cents;  a  decrease  from  the  rate  of  the  year  previous 
of  eleven  hundredths  of  a  cent.  The  average  amount  received  from  each 
passenger  was  $1.06.81 ;  a  falling  oS  of  7.2  cents.  The  average  distance  trav- 
eled by  each  passenger  during  the  year  was  44.88  miles;  a  decrease  from  the 
year  previous  of  ninety-eight  hundredths  of  a  mile.  From  these  results  it  will 
be  seen  that  notwithstanding  the  tide  of  travel  to  the  Centennial,  our  roads 
failed  to  receive  their  usual  amount  of  passenger  traffic. 

FREIGHT  CARRIED. 

The  total  number  of  tons  of  freight  carried  on  thirty-four  of  our  roads — two. 
failing  to  report  this  item — was  16,474,721,  an  increase  over  the  total  reported 
for  18 75,  of  1,823,584;  but  if  the  comparison  be  made  for  the  roads  only  which 
reported  this  item  in  that  year,  there  is  still  a  gain  of  1,794,975  tons,  or  twelve 
and  twenty-five  hundredths  per  cent. 
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The  total  tons  carried  one  mile  by  the  roads  repoi-tiug, — only  two  failed  in. 
this  item, — was  2,323,961,690,  an  increase  over  the  total  reported  for  the  year 
previous,  of  369,958,238  tons;  and  for  the  twenty-eight  roads  reporting  in  thai 
year,  a  gain  of  305,154,514  tons,  or  fifteen  and  sixty-two  hundredths  per  cent. 
The  average  ton  haul  was  140.84  miles,  a  decrease  in  length  of  haul  of  11.77 
miles.    The  average  amount  earned  by  each  ton  haul  was  $1  62.68.

EQUIPMENT. 

The  equipment  in  use  or  owned  by  the  railroads  doing  business  in  this-State^ 
consisted  of  1,336  locomotives  of  all  sizes,  636  passenger  cars,  252  baggage- 
and  express  cars,  14,457  box  freight  cars,  2,771  stock  cars,  7,369  platform 
cars,  3, 705  ore  cars,  564  cabooses,  and  2,G84  other  cars  for  various  purposes,, 
making  a  total  of  32,438  cai^s. 

PERSONS    EMPLOYEIJ. 

The  business  of  the  tliirty-six  corporations  reporting  to  this  oflBce,  gave 
employment  to  24,745  persons  in  tlie  different  grades  of  service,  of  whom 
13,156  were  employed  in  Michigan.  Tliis  is  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year 
of  6,614  for  the  total,  and  1,535  for  those  employed  in  this  State. 

FREIGHT  TARIFF  RATES. 

The  extremely  low  rates  of   freight  received  by  our  railroads  in  1875,  as^ 
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ahown  by  tbo  report  of  this  office  for  the  year,  suffered  a  farther  reduction  for 
the  year  1876 ;  reachiug  figures  so  low  that  it  is  a  matter  of  wonder  that  the 
aggregate  results  for  the  year's  business  were  not  more  disastrous  than  we  have 
shown  them  to  be.  And  yet,  with  the  extreme  economy  with  which  our  roads 
conducted  their  business,  by  which  their  aggregate  expenses  were  reduced 
$2,700,000,  they  were  unable,  as  a  whole,  to  realize  any  return  on  their 
investment,  and,  in  but  few  cases,  to  pay  the  interest  on  their  securities. 

The  average  rate  received  per  ton  per  mile,  for  the  year's  business,  was  but 
1.15  cents;  or,  excluding  the  mileage  and  freight  earnings  of  the  Chicago  & 
IJorthwertern  Railway,  which  has  but  170  miles  of  road  in  this  State,  out  of 
the  1,500  miles  which  it  operates,  the  average  rate  received  was  but  9.82  mills 
per  ton  per  mile;  which  is  a  reduction  from  the  rate  for  1875,  of  2.18  mills 
per  ton  per  mile.  But  this  farther  reduction  is  more  notable  when  it  is  remem- 
b3red  that  the  average  rate  for  1874,  was  1.37  cents,  and  for  1875,  1.2  cents 
par  ton  per  mile. 

The  demand  for  cheap  freights  coupled  with  the  sharp  competition  arising 
from  an  over  supply  of  railroad  facilities,  resulted  in  rates  of  carriage  for 
freight  which  it  would  seem  could  not  have  failed  to  satisfy  the  most  exacting ; 
while  for  investors  in  railroad  property,  the  outlook  could  not  but  be  gloomy. 

It  is  also  a  matter  worthy  of  note,  that  those  of  our  roads  whose  traffic  was 
nearly  or  quite  all  local,  and  which  were  so  situated  as  to  demand  and  receive 
the  highest  rates  of  freight,  were  so  oppressed  by  a  lack  of  business  to  be  done, 
as  that  their  past  results  and  future  outlook  are  less  cheering  than  was  tlie 
case  with  our  larger  lines,  and  those  receiving  the  lowest  rates. 

The  Detroit  &  Milwaukee  did  its  through  business  at  6.76  milh  per  ton  per 
mile,  the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  AtQ.12  mills,  and  the  Michigan 
Central  at  6.4  mills  per  ton  per  mile.  The  local  freight  traffic  of  the  Detroit 
&  Milwaukee  returned  an  average  of  2.48  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  of  the  Lake 
Shore  and  Michigan  Southern,  9.26  mills,  and  for  the  Michigan  Central  2.08 
cents  per  ton  per  mile ;  while  the  average  rate  for  all  freights  carried  on  these 
three  roads,  was,  for  the  Detroit  &  Milwaukee,  1.29  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  the 
Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  8.18  mills,  and  for  the  Michigan  Central  8.4 
mills  per  ton  per  mile. 

These  average  rates  were  less  than  the  through  rate  on  the  principal  roads  in 
Massachusetts;  the  Boston  &  Albany  having  received,  for  1876,  9.6  mills  per 
ton  per  mile,  and  this  was  the  only  road  in  that  State  whose  through  rate  was 
less  than  one  cent ;  while  the  average  rate  on  that  road  for  all  freight  carried 
was  1.28  cents, — an  amount  only  one-hundredth  of  a  mill  less  than  the  average 
rate  on  the  Detroit  &  Milwaukee,  4.6  mills  greater  than  the  rate  of  the  Lake 
Shore  &  Michigan  Southern,  and  4.4  mills  greater  than  that  of  the  Michigan 
Central. 

The  railroads  of  Connecticut  receive,  as  compared  with  these  of  our  State, 
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very  large  rates ;  the  average  for  the  State  being,  as  stated  by  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Raih'oad  Commissioners,  6.5  cents ;  and  the  lowest  average  rate  received 
was  by  the  New  London  Northern,  whose  rate  was  2.8  cents. 

The  Commissioner  of  Railroads  of  Ohio  reports  the  average  rate  of  freight 
for  the  railroads  of  that  State  for  1876  as  1.117  cents,  a  rate  greater  than  that 
for  our  own  State  by  1.35  mills. 

In  Wisconsin  the  average  rate  for  the  year,  for  all  lines  doing  business  both 
in  and  out  of  the  State,  was  1.94  cents  per  ton  per  mile ;  while  for  the  business 
of  that  State  alone  the  rate  was  2.14  cents. 

The  above  mentioned  reduction  in  the  average  rate  per  ton  per  mile  received 
by  the  railroads  of  this  State,  of  2.18  millsy  was  equivalent  to  a  loss  of  $5,066,- 
236.48  from  the  earnings  from  the  year's  business;  for  had  the  rate  remained 
the  same  as  in  1875,  the  amount  of  business  done  in  1876  would  have  yielded 
the  above  amount  in  excess  of  what  they  actually  did  receive ;  and  this  loss  of 
more  than  five  millions  of  dollars  from  the  years'  revenue  is  also  equal  to  a 
loss  of  a  dividend  of  more  than  three  and  a  half  per  cent  on  the  total  Capital 
Stock  investment  in  our  roads. 

The  steady  decrease  in  the  carrying  rates  for  freight,  which  has  taken  place 
on  nearly  all  roads  in  this  country,  is  well  illustrated  in  the  carefully  prepared 
report  of  the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  Railway  to  its  stockholders,  for 
1876,  by  means  of  an  historical  table,  giving  the  earnings  for  each  year  for 
the  several  lines  composing  the  present  consolidated  road,  from  1837  to  1876 
inclusive,  and  the  average  rate  of  freight  received  per  ton  per  mile  since  1853. 
This  interesting  table,  together  with  the  ample  explanatory  foot-notes,  will  be 
found  on  a  subsequent  page. 

The  following  are  the  rates  of  freight^  in  constantly  descending  scale,  by 
years,  received  by  that  company  and  its  numerous  predecessors :

ACCIDENTS  TO  PBBSONS. 

The  record  of  accidents  for  the  year  shows  a  total  of  220,  of  which  94 
resulted  in  death,  and  127  in  injuiy.  Of  those  killed  10  were  passengers,  34 
employes,  and  50  others;  and  of  the  injured  15  were  passengers,  82  employ6s, 
and  30  others. 

But  taking  into  consideration  the  question  of  contributory  negligence  on  the 
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part  of  a  large  portion  of  those  who  suffer  from  railroad  accidents,  we  find 
that  but  two  passengers  were  killed  and  five  injured  during  the  year  from 
causes  beyond  their  own  control.  Of  those  killed,  one  was  by  a  rear  collision 
of  freight  trains  at  Decatur  on  the  Michigan  Central,  the  passenger  being  in 
the  caboose  of  the  forward  train,  and  the  other  was  a  drover  who  was  in  charge 
of  his  stock,  going  over  the  Michigan  Air  Line  R.  B.,  and  who  while  passing 
from  one  car  to  another,  lost  his  footing  and  fell  under  the  train. 

Of  the  passengers  injured  from  causes  beyond  their  own  control,  one  was  by 
a  collision  on  the  Detroit  &  Milwaukee  B.  B.,  caused  by  the  breaking  of  a 
«witch  bolt  (the  injuries  were  slight),  and  four  by  derailments  caused  by  broken 
rails,  one  on  the  Chicago  &  Lake  Huron,  and  three  on  the  Grand  Bapids  and 
Indiana. 

There  were  eight  passengers  killed  and  10  injured  from  their  own  misconduct 
or  lack  of  caution.  Of  those  killed,  four  were  by  attempting  to.  get  on  or  oflE 
moving  trains,— one  jumped  from  a  train  while  running  at  a  rate  of  about  30 
miles  per  hour,  and  another  while  intoxicated, — and  five  were  killed  by  falling 
from  trains.  Of  those  injured,  six  suffered  for  their  temerity  in  attempting  to 
get  on  or  off  moving  trains,  and  four  by  falling  from  trains.  As  long  as  pas- 
sengers will  persist  in  moving  aT)out  the  trains  on  which  they  are  riding,  or 
standing  on  the  platforms  where  they  are  liable  to  be  thrown  off  by  the  sudden 
starting  of  the  train  or  other  like  causes,  it  will  no  doubt  continue  to  be  neces- 
sary to  continue  the  record  from  year  to  year  of  loss  of  life  and  maiming  from 
this  cause. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  there  were  transported  on  our  roads  during  the 
year,  excluding  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  B'y  (the  accidents  on  which  out- 
side of  our  State  are  not  reported  to  this  office),  a  total  of  more  than  seven  and 
a  half  million  people,  whose  united  journeys  made  a  total  of  more  than  three 
hundred  and  sixty  million  miles,  and  that  out  of  this  number  of  passengers 
only  seven,  suffered  any  harm  from  causes  which  were  not  the  result  of  their 
own  lack  of  caution,  it  may  be  regarded  as  ample  proof  not  only  of  great  care 
for  their  passengers  on  the  part  of  both  managers  and  employes,  but  also  of 
the  safe  condition  of  the  road-bed  and  the  good  quality  of  their  rolling  stock. 

The  total  number  of  accidents  to  employes  was  116,  of  which  34  resulted 
fatally,  and  84  in  bodily  injury.  Of  those  killed,  7  were  from  causes  beyond 
their  own  control,  and  27  from  lack  of  caution ;  and  of  the  injured,  33  were 
from  causes  beyond  their  own  control,  and  49  from  a  lack  of  caution.  Of  those 
killed  without  contributory  negligence  on  their  own  part,  one  was  by  a  collision 
and  two  by  a  derailment.  There  were  40  accidents  from  coupling  cars,  of 
which  7  were  fatal.  Those  not  fatal  in  their  results  range  in  severity  from  a 
bruised  hand  to  a  severe  maiming  for  life.  It  is  a  matter  of  the  deepest  regret 
that  so  many  difficulties  stand  in  the  way  of  the  invention  and  adoption  of 
some  uniform  device  for  coupling  freight  cars,  which  might  do  away  with  the 
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large  number  of  accidents  resulting  from  this  cause.  For  this  purpose,^  if  for 
no  other,  it  would  seem  to  be  desirable  that  the  draw  heads  of  all  freight  cars 
should  be  of  a  uniform  height.  Could  this  reform  be  eflfected  very  much  of 
the  danger  incident  to  the  coupling  of  cars  would  disappear,  and  it  would  also 
facilitate  the  adoption  of  some  device  for  coupling  which  can  be  adjusted 
without  the  necessity  of  going  between  the  cans. 

A  large  number  of  accidents  to  employes  are  attributed  in  the  several  reports 
to  "falling  between  the  cars,"  very  many  of  which,  there  is  good  reason  to 
believe,  were  caused  by  the  persons  engaged  in  coupling  having  their  feet 
caught  in  the  frogs  or  guard  rails  which  are  necessary  at  all  stations.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  but  that  the  manner  in  which  switch  frogs  are  now  constructed 
render  them  very  dangerous;  and  it  is  not  strange  that  the  employe  who  is 
intent  on  making  his  coupling  successfully,  should  fail  to  keep  his  feet  out  of 
these  traps  which  lie  in  weight  to  grasp  and  hold  him  until  the  cars  have  either 
crushed  out  his  life,  or  left  him  a  mangled  wreck.  It  is  certainly  time  that 
the  attention  of  railroad  managers  was  directed  to  this  subject,  and  that  some 
means  be  devised  to  render  these  frogs  harmless,  or  at  least  less  dangerous. 

Four  men  were  struck  by  over-head  bridges,  thrown  to  the  ground  and  severe- 
ly injured.  It  is  almost  a  matter  of  wonder  that  any  corporation  should  be  so 
unmindful  of  the  lives  of  its  employes,  as  to  construct  highway  bridges  over 
its  track  of  not  sufficient  height  to  allow  the  brakemen  to  attend  to  their  duties 
on  the  top  of 'the  train  without  the  liability  of  their  being  killed  whenever  one 
of  these  bridges  is  reached.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  Legislature  at  its 
last  session  enacted  a  law  fixing  a  safe  height  at  which  these  bridges  are  to  be 
erected  in  the  future.  It  is  only  to  be  regretted  that  the  law  does  not  compel 
the  raising  of  those  now  in  use  of  less  height  than  the  standard  of  18  feet 
above  the  rails. 

Seventy-nine  persons  unconnected  with  the  railroads  either  as  passengers  or 
employes  were  either  killed  or  injured  during  the  year  from  their  own  miscon- 
duct or  lack  of  caution.  Of  the  49  killed,  39  were  trespassers  upon  the  track. 
Of  these,  two  were  deaf  and  dumb,  5  were  intoxicated,  and  5  committed  suicide 
by  throwing  themselves  in  front  of  moving  trains.  Seven  were  killed  at  high- 
way crossings.  Of  {those  injured,  20  were  trespassei*s,  one  of  whom  was  deaf, 
and  4  intoxicated.  The  practice  of  walking  upon  the  track  and  allowing 
children  to  use  it  as  a  play  ground  cannot  be  too  sevei'ely  condemned;  and 
those  who  do  so  from  habit  or  convenience  are  more  than  likely  to  suffer  from 
their  temerity. 

GENERAL  CONDITION   OF  THE  ROADS. 

On  entering  upon  the  duties  of  this  office,  I  found  it  necessary,  not  only  in 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  statute,  but  in  order  to  thoroughly 
acquaint  myself  with  the  actual  condition  and  workings  of  the  railroads  in  the 
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State,  to  commence  a  thorough  tour  of  iuspection  of  the  several  lines,  which 
inspection  has  been  continued  until  the  present  time  and  is  not  yet  fully  com- 
pleted. I  am  under  obligations  to  the  officer  of  the  several  corporations 
whose  lines  of  road  I  have  visited,  for  the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy 
extended  in  aid  of  the  investigation. 

The  depressed  financial  condition  of  our  roads  for  the  past  three  years, 
together  with  the  fact  that  the  report  for  the  past  year  shows  a  great  reduction 
in  the  expenditure  for  ''maintenance  of  way"  from  the  preceding  year,  would 
almost  unavoidably  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  roads  must  have  become 
very  greatly  impaired.  This  is  the  case  in  a  few  instances  only,  the  large  pro- 
portion of  the  railroads  in  the  State  being,  at  the  date  of  this  report,  in  a  far 
better  condition  as  to  road  bed,  superstructure,  and  rails,  than  ever  before. 
The  low  price  of  material  and  labor,  has  been  to  a  very  great  extent,  taken 
advantage  of  to  place  the  roads  upon  a  permanent  and  safe  business  basis. 
Old  and  worn  out  or  seriously  impaired  iron  rails  have  given  place  to  steel, 
thereby  effecting  a  large  saving  for  the  future  in  repairs  of  track  and  rolling 
stock, — the  small  amount  of  freight  to  be  moved  having  given  ample  opportunity 
to  place  the  road  bed  in  good  repair, — ^while  old  and  decayed  ties  have  been 
and  are  being  replaced  by  new  and  sound  ones ;  and  in  all  respects  our  roads 
have  been  very  greatly  improved  and  placed  in  readiness  for  the  large  increase 
of  business  now  anticipated. 

The  rolling  stock  has  also  not  been  neglected,  but  very  much  improved. 

It  is  true  that  much  has  been  done  to  put  the  roads  in  their  present  condi- 
tion during  this  year,  and  we  may  expect  that  the  report  for  1877  will  show  a 
large  increase  of  expenditure  in  maintenance  and  repair  accounts.  The  econo- 
my of  the  investment  at  the  present  low  rates  of  material  and  labor  will  hardly 
be  questioned.  There  are,  however,  two  or  three  roads  in  the  St&te  that  have 
done  little  or  nothing  towards  improvement,  simply  endeavoring  to  patch  up 
and  hold  together  the  rails  with  odd  pieces  and  short  lengths,  and  to  stay  up 
the  bridges  and  brace  up  the  fences  until  something  shall  turn  up  in  their 
favor,  or  more  enterprising  parties  take  the  control  and  management.  • 

Bridges, 

The  great  destruction  of  life,  and  the  injuries  inflicted  upon  many  that 
escaped  death,  as  well  as  the  immense  drain  upon  tiie  resources  of  several  of  the 
largest  corporations  of  the  country  by  the  falling  of  railroad  bridges  within  the 
last  ten  months,  should  bo  a  fearful  warning  to  the  railroad  companies  of  this 
State,  and  impel  them  to  greater  diligence  in  the  prevention  of  like  disasters. 

This  is  the  more  important  at  the  present  time  as  so  large  a  number  of  our 
roads  were  built  between  1868  and  1873,  and  from  the  fact,  as  shown  by  Table 
xi,  that  we  have  749  wooden  bridges  of  an  aggregate  length  of  98,227  feet,  of 
which  676,  of  an  aggregate  length  of  88,610  feet,  or  16f  miles,  are  upon  roada 
built  within  the  years  mentioned.     The  large  propoi-tion  of  these  structures  rest 
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OQ  pile  foundation,  and  many  of  them  are  of  great  height.  The  piles  above 
the  ground  are  fast  decaying  and  becoming  of  no  value  as  supports ;  the  age 
and  quality  of  the  timber  is  such  as  to  be  treacherous  and  unreliable,  and  if 
our  companies  would  avoid  the  accidents  that  have  proved  so  disastrous  in  other 
States,  and  from  which  we  have  had  such  perfect  immunity  in  the  past,  they 
should,  without  any  unnecessary  delay,  rebuild  all  bridges  that  are  of  the  class 
designated  and  have  been  built  seven  years  or  more.  In  this  particular,  safety 
is  economy,  and  no  old  timber  should  bo  replaced,  however  sound  it  may  ap- 
pear, that  has  been  in  use  for  that  length  of  time.  The  attention  of  the  offi- 
cers and  managers  of  railroad  companies  is  most  respectfully  and  urgently 
called  to  this  subject,  and  I  trust  a  thorough  and  systematic  method  of  re- 
newal or  rebuilding  of  theso  wooden  structures  will  be  entered  upon  by  all  offi- 
cers in  control  of  railroads.  Much  has  been  done  in  this  direction  during  this 
year,  but  much  more  should  bo  done  before  many  of  our  railroads  can  be  con- 
sidered in  a  safe  condition  for  increased  traffic,  or  in  some  cases  to  properly 
maintain  the  present. 

Fencing. 

It  appears  by  the  Reports  (Table  xii),  that  there  were  1,66G.3  miles  needed 
to  fence  the  railroads  of  this  State  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
law.  Of  this  amount  586.65  miles  are  within  that  portion  of  the  State  south 
of  a  line  extending  duo  west  from  the  moutli  of  the  Saginaw  river,  within 
which  territory  the  neglect  to  fence  on  the  part  of  ^^any  railroad  company  or 
corporation  owning  or  operating  such  railway'^  is  punishable  by  a  penalty  of 
two  hundred  dollars  per  week  for  each  and  every  week's  neglect. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  particular  companies  that  have  failed  to 
comply  with  the  statute  within  the  territory  designated,  and  the  number  of  miles 
in  the  case  of  each  company,  required  to  be  built  at  the  close  of  the  year  in 
order  to  avoid  the  penalty :

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During  the  preseufc  year  laudable  efforts  have  been  made  on  the  part  of  some 
of  the  above  named  companies  to  fence  their  roads.  The  Chicago  &  Canada 
Southern  has  put  the  whole  of  its  fencing  under  contract,  and  is  making  good 
progress  in  the  work. 

The  Chicago  &  Lake  Huron,  is  pushing  its  fencing  with  its  other  improve- 
ments. This  road  embraces  as  a  part  of  its  line,  the  Peninsular  Railway,  and 
passes  through  a  fine  agricultural  region,  as  good  as  any  in  the  State,  with 
farms  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation,  and  has  been  almost  wholly  unfenced 
from  its  first  opening.  The  farmers  along  its  line  could  not  but  have  been 
great  sufferers  from  this  neglect,  and  have  submitted  to  the  annoyance  with 
wonderful  patience.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  entire  line  of  this  road  will  be 
speedily  fenced. 

The  road  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Receiver  and  not  subject  to  the  penalty  imposed 
by  the  Statute,  as  it  is  not  operated  or  controlled  by  any  railroad  company  or 
corporation,  but  by  the  agent  appointed  by  the  court. 

The  Chicago  &  Michigan  Lake  Shore  has  fenced  its  road  through  the  agri- 
cultural portion  of  its  line,  and  as  far  into  the  forests  as  its  fence  can  be  main- 
tained,  and  as  fast  as  the  adjacent  lands  are  brought  into  a  state  of  cultivation, 
so  that  the  fences  will  not  be  liable  to  destruction  from  fire,  will  enclose  its 
road.    It  is  also  in  the  hands  of  a  Receiver. 

The  Detroit,  Lansing  &  l^ke  Michigan,  now  the  Detroit,  Lansing  &  North- 
ern, has  also  constructed  its  fences  through  the  cultivated  portion  of  its  line. 
This  is  probably  true  in  the  main  with  the  other  lines  of  road  reported  deficient, 
except  the  Michigan  Lake  Shore,  which  is  also  in  the  hands  of  a  Receiver,  and 
has  been  since  December,  1873.  The  fences  built  along  this  line  of  road  are 
fast  falling  down  or  being  broken  up,  and  little  or  no  effort  is  being  made 
either  to  save  the  old  fence  or  build  new.  IE  the  road  was  under  the  control 
of  a  company,  it  could  not  be  operated  in  its  present  condition,  and  I  know  of 
no  justifiable  reason  why  it  should  be  permitted  to  be  operated,  in  violation  of 
the  statute,  under  the  control  of  a  Receiver. 

Shrinkage  in  Values, 

The  great  shrinkage  in  values  has  become  generally  recognized  as  a  fixed  fact, 
and  to-day  it  is  of  no  importance  what  a  piece  of  property  cost  a  few  years 
ago  in  determining  its  real  value. 

The  true  value  of  all  property  for  investment  is  what  it  will  net  the  investor  in 
lieu  of  interest,  if  productive;  if  non-productive,  what  it  would  cost  to  make 
it  productive,  and  the  net  annual  income  thereafter. 

This  rule  should  be  applied  in  determining  the  value  of  shares  of  stock  and 
bonds  of  railroad  coi-porations.  There  has  been  on  the  part  of  investors 
in  this  class  of  property,  as  in  all  others,  a  natural  desire  to  realize  the  amount 
invested,  but  in  cases  of  investment  in  nearly  all  other  property  the  investor  has 
been  compelled  to  recognize  the  fact  that  the  dollai's  invested  are  not  repre- 
sented to-day  by  the  same  number  of  dollars  in  value,  and  that  his  capital  \tx 
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the  investment  is  from  twenty-five  to  fifty  per  cent  less  than  the  capital  invest- 
ed ;  and  I  know  of  no  reason  why  the  investor  in  railroad  stocks  or  railroad 
bonds  should  not  find  his  invested  capital  impaired  to  the  same  or  a  greater 
extent. 

There  are  but  few  railroads  in  the  country  to-day  that  can,  without  an  im- 
mense increase  in  rates  both  of  passenger  and  freight  traffic,  be  made  [to  pay 
interest  on  their  bonded  debt  and  such  dividends  on  their  capital  stock  as  will 
bring  the  shares  to  par. 

The  bonds  and  shares  of  stock  in  a  large  majority  of  our  railroad  corpora- 
tions, represent  the  cost  of  construction  of  their  railroads  at  a  time  when  all 
classes  of  material  and  labor  had  reached  the  maximum  point,  and  to  day  the 
same  labor  and  the  same  material  coujd  be  put  into  the  road  at  a  reduction 
of  from  thirty  to  fifty  per  cent,  and  we  find  from  the  statements  of  these  com- 
panies as  tabulated,  that  there  is,  in  fact,  an  excess  of  bonds  and  stock  over 
cost  of  roads,  of  119,556,513.93,  less  the  unfunded  debt,  which  can  only  be 
paid  by  an  increase  of  bonded  debt ;  and  that  there  is  now  outstanding,  in  stocks 
and  bonds,  nearly  120,000,000  which  is  not  the  representative  of  any  value  in 
the  corporate  property,  while  this  amount  is  constantly  increasing  with  the 
growth  of  the  unfunded  debt. 

The  real  present  value  of  a  large  majority  of  these  roads  can  only  be  cor- 
rectly determined  by  a  fair  estimate  of  the  cost  of  building  their  counterparts  at 
the  present,  or  slightly  increased  rates  of  labor  and  material,  and  in  addition 
to  that,  the  probable  business  future ;  and  it  might  occur  in  some  cases,  at  least, 
that  some  of  our  roads  would  never  find  their  counterpart. 

If  a  reorganization  of  our  non-paying  roads  could  be  made  upon  the  basis  of 
real  value,  instead  of  fictitious  and  inflated  ones,  we  would  have  capital  stock 
and  bonds  representing  substance  and  value,  rather  than  inflated  prices  and  over 
issues.  It  is  time  as  a  rule,  to-day,  that  the  stocks  and  bonds  of  our  railroad  cor- 
porations are  not  based  upon  the  true  value  of  the  corporate  property,  and  it  is 
also  true  that  the  future  presents  no  outlook  for  rates  that  ^ill  give  fair  divi- 
dends on  the  investment  as  now  represented. 

This  being  the  case,  a  wise,  conservative,  and  sound  financial  policy  would 
seem  to  require  that  all  non-paying  roads  should  be  reorganized  on  such  a  basis 
as  that  every  dollar  of  stock  and  debt  may  represent  a  real  dollar  of  value 
in  property.  This  done,  and  fair  and  honest  dividends  may  be  realized  on  the 
real  investment. 

Bondholders  and  stockholders  should  alike  recognize  the  necessity  for  a  solid 
basis,  and  cooperate  in  bringing  it  about,  and  relieve  themselves  of  this  ever 
increasing  burden  of  unfunded  debt. 

The  present  year  has  presented  the  unparalleled  spectacle  of  a  general  system 
of  strikes  on  the  part  of  railroad  employes,  and  of  terrorism  of  entire  commu- 
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nities  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  our  country.  Happily,  Michigan,  through 
the  good  sense  and  judgment  of  both  railroad  officers  and  men,  and  the  fore- 
thought and  prudence  of  the  State  Government,  escaped  the  unseemly  and 
terrible  scenes  presented  in  some  of  the  sister  States,  of  civil  disorder,  anarchy, 
and  murder. 

We  may  well  congratulate  ourselves  on  the  result,  and  trust  that  the  time 
may  speedily  come  when  both  labor  and  capital  will  each  receive  its  due  reward, 
and  the  idea  of  any  conflict  between  them  be  turned  over  to  that  class  of  dema- 
gogues who,  possessed  of  neither,  would  fatten  at  the  expense  of  both.

RELATING  TO  RAILROADS. 


[Act  No.  11,  Session  Laws  of  1877.] 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  any  person  from  obstructing  the  regular  opera- 
tion and  conduct  of  the  business  of  railroad  companies  or  other 
corporations^  firms^  or  individuals. 

Sectiok  1.    The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  If  any  ^***^3^^;jW' 
person  or  persons  shall  willfully  and  maliciously  by  any  act,  or  by  ^paaiM,  etc., 
means  of  intimidation,  impede  or  obstruct,  except  by  due  process  ^°^*^*''* 
of  law,  the  regular  operation  and  conduct  of  the  business  of  any 
railroad  company  or  other  corporation,  iirm,  or  individual  in  this 
State,  or  of  the  regular  running  of  any  locomotive  engine,  freight, 
or  passenger  train  of  any  such  company,  or  the  labor  and  business 
of  any  such  corporation,  firm,  or  individual,  he  or  they  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not 
more  than  three  months,  or  in  the  State  Prison  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  one  yeai*.

S?to**roSSro^     Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  for 
tion  of  railroads,  the  purposc  of  cncouraging  the  early  construction  of  a  railroad  from 
Escanaba  westerly  by  way  of  Spalding,  thence  northwesterly  through 
the  Menominee  Iron  Range  as  far  west  and  south  as  section  thirty- 
four,  town  forty  north,  of  range  thirty  west,  and  from  thence  to  the 
Michigamme  river,  and  for  the  purposes  of  drainage  and  reclama- 
tion, the  State  hereby  grants  to  the  Menominee  River  Railroad  Com-
